I was delighted to learn from George Tanham that you might be 
interested in preparing a paper on the role of the mxlxtary rn Vietnamese 
Dolitics for the Conference on Political Development xn Vietnam. The con 
ference will take place on May 14th and 15th at the Wingspread conference 
center of the Johnson Foundation^at Racine, Wisconsin.
